Sex, Homosexuality Are 
God’s Plan, Says Theologian

The “Act of Love” in the 
minds of most people suggests 
pornograph: love-making, 
despite the conception of God as 
primarily loving creative activity 
said Dr Pittenger

‘“*homosexuality” evoked an 
intuitive silence from _ the 
audience. Many heads bowed, 
and as they went downward, the 
now modish long hair worn by 
sO many in the audience fell 
with a rush, engulfing cheeks 
that had turned pinkish from 
inner emotions erupted by the 
intonated use of that 
ott-whispered word. 

Some faces donned*the ‘“‘yeah, 
tell us more” look, while the 
others showed no expression 
But few were prepared for the 
answer advanced by Pittenger 
Of homo-erotism, the 
somewhat portly, grey-haired 
Pittenger said, ‘‘Our 
understanding of sex in the 
narrower sense of genital activity 
and in the wider 
relationship with others has been 
so altered in recent years that 
the assumed fixity of thought in 
this area along with the related 
fixity which has

traditionally accepted in respect 
to judgments upon the nght or 
wrong ways of 
expression, has been shown to 
be indefensible by any 
intelligent standards 

“In consequence, we _ find 
ourselves in a period of great 
fluidity in our understanding of 
moral criteria and their reference 
to man’s sexual life 

“The conception of God as 
primarily loving creative activity, 
so strongly emphasized in 
process-though, fits in admirably 
with the dominant motif of 
much that psychology tells us 
about man’s sexual drive,” he 
continued 

“If God is love, and has 
demonstrated this by his loving 
action in the worid, the 
responsive action of men is also 
characterized by love. This love 
is indeed a response to God, but 
it is expressed not only and 
perhaps not chiefly directly 
towards him, but in human 
relations with fellow men. Such 
relations have of necessity a 
sexual quality, this is made 
abundantly clear by 
psychological study.” 

The emphasis on love, with its 
sexual overtones, does not rule 
out the usefulness of moral law, 
but it emphatically 
restricts such law to the role of 
guidelines or 
agreed

expressed in human_ behavior 
and human relations, Pittenger 
said 

We are witnessing today a 


violent revulsion from 
traditional sexual morality 
which, it is felt, did not do 
justice to the nature of man. The 
meaning of sexual relations, 
within and outside marriage, as 
well as more unusual sexual 
attitudes and behavior, like 
homosexuality, will need to be 
reconsidered as 
What wiil be the final outcome 
is by no means clear qs yet. 
However, some points already 
seem to be obvious 

“The human expression of 
sexuality is always indicative of 
the personal quality of those 
who engage in such activity; and 
sexual acts which help to 
develop genuine personal life, 
but without destroying or 
damaging healthy human social 
relationships, must be evaluated 
in terms of the _ tenderness, 
mutuality, and faithfulness they 
display,” he said. 

With his redoubtable English 
accent, Pittenger declared, “The 
law that protects adults, 21 and 
older, from prosecution for 
homosexual acts should be 
lowered to 18, for young men 
and women in the armed forces 
(old enough to die for their 
country) are unjustly prosecuted 
tor committing comparable

Although ail of us, students, faculty, and 
administration, seem concerned at present with 
“Evaluation,” few of us seem too confident about 
other people’s ability to evaluate us, though, 
perhaps, we may feel a little better about our 
capacity to evaluate them. 

Our apprehension arises, largely, 
growing realization that evaluations are, in a sense, 


I suspect, from a 


arbitrary; which is to say that although they are 
based on evidence, the likelihood exists that 
several people examining the same evidence will 


because of its nature, probably reach somewhat 


different conclusions about what it reveals 


This diffic 
arbitrariness, if 


call 
tends to diminish the 
integrity of evaluations as we now conduct them 
because we cannot seem to increase the liklihood 
that examining the information 
produced by the evaluation process will be more 
able than at reach 
conclussions 

At present, we iend to mask this difficulty by 
costuming some of our evaluations with statistics 
and surrounding all of them with review processes 
which may be more elaborate than necessary, 
though review of administrative decisions affecting 
others’ careers is always necessary. Nevertheless, 
the difficulty pervades the evaluation process as 
we now operate it, thereby corrupting it and our 
relations with one another as well 

One may deal with this difficulty by refusing to 
evaluate at all. But since evaluation is Only a means 
of seeing how well we are doing with respect to 
our plans for our students, ourselves, and our 
university, one suspects that abandoning 
evaluation to avoid the difficulty will be 
tantamount to throwing several babies out with 
bath water that is really not wholly unfit for 
further use

We can do this if we begin to look more 
deliberately at our jobs as opportunities which 
others have given us to define the objectives which 
we are taking certain actions to reach, and to reach 
them if we can 

This entirely possible because 
generally though our department chairs may 
schedule us to teach classes or our own choosing 


or assign us to teach ones they designate, they

the question of means is left ot us to answer, as we 
would expect.

action we must take to reach the very general 
objective implicit in scheduling us to teach a 
course with a particular title and catalogue 
description -- should we choose to consult it - is

Because the departments may set no more 
explicit objective for us as faculty than to teach a 
course with a particular title at a particular hour,

Defining our jobs in terms of objectives will only 
get us ready to say what we are evaluating -- 1.¢ 
action taken to reach certain objectives. It will not 
by itself give us the tools to measure the extent of 
our success. Keeping in mind that the measure 
must be one which anyone can apply and arrive at 
the same result, if the integrity of the measure is 
to be apparent, we may conclude that the nature 
of the work we do makes assessment iwth such 
tools impossible, because the results of our work 
defy measurement 

Of course, we may someday mistake educating 
people for training them to retrieve information or 
correlate statements on true - false or mulitiple 
choice examinations, under the delusions of having 
discovered an easy means to measure the results of 
instruction. But to the extent that we succumb to 
the temptation of permitting the demand for 
quantifiable results to determine the nature of 
every process in the university, we will be 
bartering the life of the mind in its many forms for 
a very narrow conception of demonstrated 
intellectural ability and one not even very relevant 
to the purposes for which credentials are sought or 
bestowed

Walker (the only woman in 
Homicide) cannot handle them 
all. The victim is then asked if 
she wants to press charges, and 1s 
told that her prior sexual history 
will be used to refute her 
testimony at a trial. If she 
decides to go ahead, and the 
rapist is not known to her, she is 
asked to help make a composite 
picture and examines mug 
books. If an arrest is made, she 
must positively identify the man 
in a police line-up
